But the actual cost of the ex- 
pediton and the method by which it 
was financed reveals another picture. 
Keeent 
research has shown that 
the “overhead” of the entire voyage 
only amounted to about 86,000 pese­ 
tas which, 
reduced to good, 
hard 
United States coin, would be about 
$7,2001 
Or less than one per cent 
of what a modem pugilistic cham­ 
pion has been paid for socking an 
ambitious rival through ten rounds of 
rough house with pillowed mitts. 
Martin and Vicente I’inzon, broth­ 
ers. it now appear;, did more than 
anyone else except, perhaps, Colum­ 
bus himself, to organize the expedi­ 
tion. 
Their old account books, re­ 
cently discovered, reveal the part they 
played in the affair and indicate that 
no member of tiie party would suffer 
much today in matters of income tax. 
The Tinzons not only supplied two 
ghips for the voyage, the Pinto and 
Nina, but captained them as well. 
Columbus, as commander of the ex­ 
pedition, was paid the equivalent of 
$300 and the two Pinzons got $180 
each. Members of the crew got $2.50 
a month, and the cost of food per 
man was fixed at $1.20 a month. 
All of the guns on the three ships 
were invoiced at an equivalent of 
about $2,800 or approximately 
the 


cost of one loading for a modern 
heavy caliber gun. 
The entire pay 


roll of Columbus, for pilots and sail­ 
ors, cooks and cabin boys, for the 
round trip, figures out about $3,660. 


The purchasing power of money, of 


course, was far greater at that time. 
For a number of centuries very little 
new gold had been brought into Eur­ 
ope and silver was scarce. Gold wears 
o.ut 
For hundreds of years the gold 


supply of Europe had been dwindling. 
Much of it was lost because it has 
always been the custom to bury more 
or less gold with the dead in form 
of ornaments. 
Shortage of gold had brought cen­ 
turies of ever-increasing poverty to 
Europe, for only with a plentiful sup­ 
ply of money do prices for commod­ 
ities advance. Paper banknotes were 
a later invention. 
Prosperity returned to Europe as 


a result of Columbus’ discovery of 
the New world. 
When the Spanish 


conqulstadores discovered the lavish 
atores of gold and silver in the hands 
of the Indians of South and Central 
America and Mexico, they straight­ 
way grabbed it, loaded it into chests 
and shipped it home to Spain. 
It Is interesting to know that an 


expenditure of $7,200 invested in the 
first expedition of Columbus lifted all 
Europe out of a period of depression 
and despond that had persisted with 
increasing 
acuteness 
for 
centuries 


and gave it prosperity. 
It is prob­ 
ably safe to say that the money 
spent for the voyage of the Santa 
Maria, Nina and Pinto was the most 
profitable commercial investment in 
the history of the world. 
The thing that amazes us today Is 


the fact that this new-found discov­ 
ery, the account books of the Pin­ 
sons, reveals the smallness of the 
financial investment. 
It is apparent

He may have followed the Massac 
Trace, which had been made before 
any settlement in West Tennessee. Or 
he may have come ove^ the 
United 
States road, 
which 
was made 
for 
carrying supplies to the Indians. Oi 
he may have plunged directly 
into 
the wilderness, scorning the 
blazed 
trails, and with the sun only for 
a 
guide, blazed a new trail and, from 
his own account, reached 
the Obion 
River, and there fixed the site for his 
new home. 
We have followed him through the 
succeeding months, 150 
miles 
from 
his family, exploring the wilderness, 
establishing 
a 
home 
to which he 
might bring his people. 
We 
have 
followed him through the hardships 
he encountered, 
the 
escapes 
from 
death in his adventures. All this was 
to the liking of Davy Crockett, 
who 
saw in the new country, 
with 
the 
abundant game it held, 
a 
hunter’s 
paradise. 
When he had settled, and having a 
supply of ammunition, he set out for 
a long hunt to satisfy the pioneering 
spirit within him and to tread where 
no white man had been before. Great 
expectations of many discoveries led 
him on. 
Although the weather was 
bitterly cold, and it 
was 
sleeting, 
th a t was of no concern. 
He 
could 
make his camp as comfortable as his 
cabin. 
He carried his two good dogs, and 
his horses and his son. 
His way led 
him westward into the section 
be­ 
tween the Obion River and 
Reelfoot 
Lake. Many a bear was killed. Many 
a thrilling encounter with wild beasts 
was experienced. 
A fter hunting a r­ 
duously for days, 
most 
individuals 
would have been satisfied and wrould 
have sought 
rest. 
But not 
Davy 
Crockett. 
Instead, he 
pressed 
on­ 
ward. 
The woods now became rough and 
hilly, and the fallen timbers and the 


sure, underneath the bear, and feel­ 
ing along his shaggy side, found the 
right place and plunged his knife in- 


1 to his heart. 
Crocket sought to build a fire. The 
leather breeches, wet in crossing the 
stream, were now frozen stiff. 
He 
was so tired from the activities

the day that he was unable to keep 
warm from the further exercise. He 
was unable to kindle a fire. 
The ma­ 
terials were wet and the wood green 
and the weak flame served only to 
aggravate the more. 
He was growing 
numb 
and

realized something must be done. He 
resorted to the expedient of climbing 
a small tree and as quickly coasting 
down the trunk, 
all 
through 
the 
night. 
The heavy 
friction 
caused 
from sliding down the tree, kept the 
spark of life in his body until morn­ 
ing, when his son found him and car­ 
ried him to camp. 
. Crockett was so exhausted he felt 
that he could 
sleep 
a 
week. 
He 
stretched himself out on a bear skin 
before the camp fire where his son 
fed him warm food and drink. 
All 
the day was passed in camp. 
When 
night came, the fires were built 
up, 
the warm skins made ready for sleep­ 
ing, with the dogs at rest nearby. 
They 
had 
settled 
down for the 
night, after heaping fresh fuel upon 
the fire and were 
sleeping soundly 
when suddenly they were awakened 
by the earth swaying and rocking vi­ 
olently beneath them. 
For a moment 
they were dazed. 
But with the earth 
swaying 
be­ 
neath them and trees crackling and 
with great tissues in the earth open­ 
ed before they eyes, they were soon 
awakened to the fact that they were 
in a cataclysm of nature. The fright­ 
ened dogs set up a howling 
which 
only intensified the terror. 
The rustle of fleeing animals and 
cries of beasts, 
mingled 
with

rumbling noises formed an experience 
terrifying.

earthquake, Davy Crockett determin­ 
ed to go nearer to the scene of

disaster. 
They broke camp and

out in a westerly direction. Nearer 
and nearer they came

region. 
The countryside now 
held 
untold allure for them. All about lay 
many great mounds of sand thrown 
up from the fissures newly opened in 
the earth. 
Many a 
tree 
had 
been 
wrecked, its branches torn and tw ist­ 
ed, with the trunks broken off. 
Exploring to his heart’s content, 
taking minute cognizance of the vast 
changes which were revealed in na­ 
ture, Davy Crockett 
finally reached 
the high bluff overlooking the lake 
and there from its brow, where per­ 
chance young Reelfoot 
had in days 
before looked out across his village,

French Lick, Ind., June 
2.—“You 
cannot have fTom 5,000,000 to 8,000,- 
000 people wanting work and unable 
to get it without knowing that this 
constitutes a challenge to our social 
order, and that it is the strongest ar­ 
gument for communism unless it 
is 
solved”, 
declared 
Gov. 
Albert 
C. 
Ritch of Maryland, in presiding 
at 
the annual conference of Governors 
this afternoon. 
Referring to prohibition, the Mary­ 
land executive said that if this ques­ 
tion is turned back to the States, a 
system of excise taxes may again be 
built up which might do away alto­ 
gether with federal income taxes and 
a t “one stroke relieve capital, labor 
and agriculture from the tax burdens 
which rest so heavily upon them”. 
Today's sessions of the conference 
were crowded with speeches, includ­ 
ing gubernatorial shop talk, the warn­ 
ing of Governor Clifford Pfnchot 
of 
Pennsylvania against “the domination 
of public utilities in political life”, 
and the 
paper 
by Gov. 
Frank D. 
Roosevelt of New York on land util­ 
isation. 
“The power of public utilities”, Gov. 
Pinchot asserted, “is manifest in ev­ 
ery political assembly from Congress 
to town meeting. He added that “in­ 
terstate commerce in electric current 
is still outside either federal or State 
control". 
Gov. Roosevelt said he could not 
take a “Pollyanna” attitude toward 
present day economic problems. 
“It 
is not enough to talk about being of 
good cheer”, he said. 
“A new econ­ 
omic and social balance cafls for pos­ 
itive leadership and definite experi­ 
ments which have not hitherto been 
tried”. 
The New York Governor suggested 
diversification of industrial life 
by 
•ending a fair proportion 
of it into 
the rural districts as one of the defi­ 
nite possibilities of the future. Cheap 
electric power, good roads and auto­ 
mobiles make such a rural develop­ 
ment feasible, he said. 
“There are many industries which 
can succeed just as well, if not bet­ 
ter", Gov. Roosevelt said, “by bring­ 
ing them to rural communities 
and 
at the same time these rural commun­ 
ities will be given higher annual in 
come capacity”. 
Gov. Ritchie's remarks came as 
a 
surprise to the score of State exe­ 
cutives attending the conference. The 
Marylander said that if he were 
to 
offer any criticism of the annual con­ 
ferences it would be that “we strive 
too hard to keep 
controversial sub­ 
jects out of our discussions”. 
“The States are the governmental 
laboratories of the nation”, said Ritch­ 
ie.

Rutherford, Tenn., June 2.—“N ear 
the m ighty Father of W aters in the 
W estern Tennessee country, on 
the 
banks of a 
little 
stream let young 
Reelfoot built his village. 
N ear to 
Bayou DeChein like light of stars of 
evening were two small lakes, 
the 
U pper and Lower Blue Hole, gleams 
of golden glory, the sun cast on their 
w aters. 
Down to the 
w ater’s 
edge 
• came weasel, mink and red deer, the 
bobcat, bear and otter, and every kind 
of fowl, and so it was the Blue Hole 
> became so very famous . . . . Each 
year the “great white hunter” would 
• come to Reelfoot’s village and thus 
was bora a friendship ’tw ixt Reelfoot 
. and the “pale face”. 
This Indian legend, rich in the lore 
•of W est Tennessee, recalls the days 
when this broad 
expanse 
of empire 
was people only by the Red Man. He 
had his trails and he knew the for­ 
est intimately. 
The white man 
had 
only the trails, one, the Massac Trace, 
which entered the 
State, 
south of 
Somerville, and passed 
in a north­ 
w esterly direction. 
Another, the United States road, 
which entered the State near W aver- 
ly and which ran 
due 
west, 
over 
which came the early settlers 
that 
ventured into the new country. 
W'hen the treaties with the Chero- 
kees in 1806-07 relinquished for 
the 
S tate 335,000 acres 
for 
settlem ent, 
the pionering spirit led a few west­ 
ward. 
We have reason 
to 
believe 
th a t the great white hunter was Davy 
Crockett, for we have record th at he 
experienced the great earthquake of 
1811-12. 
He may have followed the Massac 
Trace, which had been made before 
any settlem ent in W est Tennessee. Or 
he may have come ove^ the 
United 
States road, 
which 
was made 
for 
carrying supplies to the Indians. Or 
he may have plunged directly 
into 
the wilderness, scorning the 
biased 
trails, and with the sun only for 
a 
guide, blazed a new trail and, from 
his own account, reached 
the Obion 
River, and there fixed the site for his 
new home. 
We have followed him through the 
succeeding months, 150 
miles 
from 
his family, exploring the wilderness, 
establishing 
a 
home 
to which he 
m ight bring his people. 
We 
have 
followed him through the hardships 
he encountered, 
the 
escapes 
from 
death in his adventures. All this was 
to the liking of Davy Crockett, 
who 
saw in the new country, 
with 
the 
abundant game it held, 
a 
hunter’s 
paradise. 
When he had settled, and having a 
supply of ammunition, he set out for 
a long hunt to satisfy the pioneering 
spirit w ithin him and to tread where 
no white man had been before. G reat 
expectations of many discoveries led 
him on. 
Although the weather was 
bitterly cold, and it 
was 
sleeting, 
th a t was of no concern. 
He 
could 
m ake his camp as comfortable as his 
cabin. 
He carried his two good dogs, and 
his horses and his son. His way led 
him weitward into the section 
be­ 
tween the Obion River and Reelfoot 
Lake. Many a bear was killed. Many 
a thrilling encounter with wild beasts 
waa experienced. 
After hunting ar 
duously for days, most individuals 
would have been satisfied and would 
have sought rest. 
But not Davy 
Crockett. 
Instead, he preeeed 
on 
ward. 
The woods now became rough and 
hilly, and the fallen timbers and the 


earthquake of the year before were a 
source of danger, and he was forced 
to crawl for long distances to avoid 
falling and breaking his 
gun. 
For 
miles he picked Ms w iy along in this 
m anner, with the dogs following, run­ 
ning ahead, often treeing some ani­ 
mal. 
Once he was lost from all 
of 
them. 
D istantly he could hear them 
baying, but he could not reach them. 
In the attem pt, he had come upon 
an unknown stream 
of 
w ater. 
He 
plunged into the 
icy cu rren t 
and 
waded across, but now his difficulties 
began. 
He found him self p art way 
up a steep hill and getting farther 
away from his dogs. 
A fter groping along in the dark­ 
ness'try in g to find his bearings he at 
last reached the place where a large 
bear was treed by the dogs. The son 
and his horses were left far behind. 
From experience the son knew 
he 
should strike camp and w ait for his < 
father. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
bear 
was 
brought to the ground by a shot from 
the hunter and a fierce fight with the 
dogs ensued. 
A lternately the scrambling 
mass 
of bear and dogs fell into and crawled 
out of a deep fissure which had been 
made by the 
earthquake. 
Finally, 
Davy Crockett crawled into the fis­ 
sure, underneath the bear, and feel­ 
ing along his shaggy side, found the 
right place and plunged his knife in­ 
to his heart. 
Crocket sought to build a fire. The 
leather breeches, wet in crossing the 
stream , were now frozen stiff. 
He 
was so tired from the activities 
of 
the day that he was unable to keep 
warm from the further exercise. He 
was unable to kindle a fire. The ma­ 
terials were wet and the wood green 
and the weak flame served only to 
aggravate the more. 
He was growing 
numb 
and 
he 
realised som ething must be done. He 
resorted to the expedient of climbing 
a small tree and as quickly coasting 
down the trunk, 
all 
through 
the 
night. 
The heavy 
friction 
caused 
from sliding down the tree, kept the 
spark of life in his body until morn­ 
ing, when his son found him and car 
ried him to camp. 
• Crockett was so exhausted he felt 
th at he could 
sleep 
a 
week. 
He 
stretched himself out on a bear skin 
before the camp fire where his son 
fed him warm food and drink. 
All 
the day was passed in camp. 
When 
night came, the fires were built 
up 
the warm skins made ready for sleep 
ing, with the dogs at rest nearby. 
They 
had 
settled 
down for the 
night, after heaping fresh fuel upon 
the fire and were 
sleeping soundly 
when suddenly they were awakened 
by the earth swaying and rocking vi­ 
olently beneath them. 
For a moment 
they were dazed. 
But with the earth 
swaying 
be­ 
neath them and trees crackling and 
with great (issues in the earth open­ 
ed before they eyes, they were soon 
awakened to the fact that they were 
in a cataclysm of nature. The frig h t­ 
ened dogs set up a howling 
which 
only intensified the terror. 
The rustle of fleeing anim als and 
cries of beasts, 
mingled 
with 
the 
rum bling noises formed an experience 
terrifying. 
A fter awhile the violence subsided 
and they settled down 
around 
the 
campfire to exchange impressions of 
the phenomenon and when drowsiness 
came, passed the rem ainder of 
the 
night undisturbed. 
History tells us this was on Janu 
ary 28. 1812. 
Tradition tells us ’while on an ex­ 
pedition into the southern country, 
young Reelfoot 
went 
to 
Natchez, 


His only daughter, Starlight, 
was 
dark-eyed, tall and slender and Reel- 
foot wooed the maiden, who smiled 
with joy upon him; then he appeal­ 
ed to the old chief 
“Give me the lovely princess 
to 
cheer my life and wigwam’. S traight­ 
way the old chief answered, refused 
in voice of thunder, which sent 
the 
lover away. 
“When shades of evening envelop­ 
ed all the landscape, young Reelfoot 
seized the maiden and journeyed to 
his people. 
To Tennessee he 
bore 
her and by the Blue Hole W ater the 
lovely 
dark-eyed 
princess 
brought 
gladness to his wigwam and sunshine 
to his people. 
“The summer quickly sped. Autumn 
winds were blowing, 
a 
change, 
a 
m ighty blight came over Reelfoot’s 
country! 
The fish refused to live in 
the w aters of the Blue Hole; the bob­ 
cat, deer and panther all fled from 
out the bottoms. 
The w rath of 
the 
Great 
Spirit 
descended 
full upon 
them, because of Reelfoot’s action”. 
Great stretches 
of 
w ater 
newly 
formed held groves of 
trees 
with 
bodies growing out of the water. 
When morning came and daylight 
revealed the havoc wrought by 
the 
earthquake, Davy Crockett determ in­ 
ed to go nearer to the scene of 
the 
disaster. 
They broke camp and 
set 
out in a westerly direction. Nearer 
and nearer they came 
to 
the lake 
region. 
The countryside 
now held 
untold allure for them. All about lay 
m any g reat mounds of sand thrown 
up from the fissures newly opened in 
the earth. 
Many a 
tree 
had been 
wrecked, its branches torn 
and tw ist­ 
ed, with the trunks broken off. 
Exploring to his h eart’s content 
taking minute cognizance of the vast 
changes which were revealed in na 
ture, Davy Crockett 
finally reached 
the high bluff overlooking the lake 
and there from its brow, where per­ 
chance young Reelfoot 
had in days 
before looked out across his village, 
saw instead the 
vast 
expanse 
of 
w ater, miles and miles to the right 
and left of him, filled 
with 
broken 
trunks of cypress, and broad expanse 
of blue 
depths. 
Beheld, 
instead of 
Upper and Lower Blue Holes

the Indian village around them, the
